The elec- 
tion was called after the coalition of 
SPD and Greens collapsed in February, 
The SPD dropped six percentage points 
campured to the last election 14 
months ago — thcir 40.2 per cent is 
thelr worst result in Hesse sinee the 
war. The CDU increased its vote from 
39.4 per cent to 42.1 per cent. It and 
the FDP will have 56 scats with 54 for 
the SPD and Greens. The result is a tri- 
umph for the Premier-clect, Walter 
Wallmann, Environment Minister in 
the Bonn Cabinet and a former Mayor 
of Frankfurt. Result: CDU 42.1 per 
cent, 47 seats (39.4 per cent at the last 
election, 44 seats in the old asscuıbly); 
SPD 40.2, 44 (46,2, 51); Greens 9.4, 
10 (5.9, 7 FDP 7.8, 9 (7.6, 8).

Both he owed tû his childhand as a 
Baltic German. born and bred in the Es- 
tonian capital Reval, now Tallinn, and 
brought up hilinguaHy.

Members of the Bergedorf Dis- 
cussion Group, who last visited Moscow 
Iwo years agu, now encountered more 
openness tind greater reiuliness for dia- 
logue. 

Dogmatic, empty formulas and verbal 
Aggression were Ile exception, no1 the 
rule. Soviet officials consulted frankly 
refer, especially in personal talks, to Jif- 
Fieulties that still beset the “reorganisit 
tan” of Soviet economy antl society and 
remain to bc sıtrmaunteul. 

They refer with evident satisfaction 
ta the [resh hreeze in the Soviet media 
and in intellectuid dife. There are i 
growing nuınber of attractive new films 
and stage productions, New hooks and 
muciern arl exhibitions command utten- 
ton. 

One still wonders whether this pru- 
cess wÎ continue, let alone be inteusili- 
ed. Will i1 be restricted lo iı few seclars 
or will il exterkl to and change uiher 
areas of life? 

Hapes are intermingled with sceptic- 
ism, expeclalions with worry LMM il 
might all prave bt short-lived. 

What does it all have Iu do with us 
What effect will these Joubtless exciting 
Uevclopments within the Soviet Uniun 
have un Eusl-Wes1t lies as 1 whole ind 
on ties between Bonn andl Moscow in 
particular? 

Vadiın Zagladin. Firsı Deputy Hend 
uf the International Department of the 
CPSU Central Committee, said in his 
address te the Bergedorf Discussion 
Group: 

“We wanl i0 contribute, with these 
domestic reforms, loward cuntidence- 
building." The first step in this direction 
was to end confrontation, to eliminate 
hostility, ta dispense with enemy con- 
cepts.

Suuth divide theory might lel one 1o 
believe. 

Besides, they by no means always fit 
the North-South pattern. Depending on 
the yardstick adupted, cach Lar varies 
in rating be1ween first and las. 

The Tübingen survey outlines ù more 
complex patter of regional economic 
potential and development than the 
simple assumption that the South is rich 
and the North pour. 

They distinguish between four groups 
of Léinder, depending on levels of earn- 
ings and output and on their pace of de- 
velopment. 

The first group consists of Lower 
Saxony. the Rhineland-Palatinate, the 
Saar and Bavaria. 

In terms of income and output they 
come low on the list but all are nhove 
average inl growth rates. 

Bavaria, for instance, comes last in 
ihe list of earnings of employed persons, 
whereas it tops the list of percentage 
growth rates. 

North Rhine-Westphalia and the city- 
states of Berlin, Bremen and Hamburg 
make up a contrasting group. They have 
high levels of earnings und output hut 
their growth rates are unimpressive. 

The situation is even more prohle- 
malic for a third group that combines 
low earnings and output and a low 
growth rate, But it consists of only onc 
Land, Schleswig-Holstein, 

„,, Hesse and Baden-Wiürltemberg bask, 
in contrast, on the sunny side of the 
strecl. 

Hesse has a medium, Biaden- 
Wiürllemherg a high level of carnings 
and output. Both lave above-aver:

In the process US corporations were 
seen lo have a monopoly of neither in- 
novation nor entreprencurial spirit nor 
hard work. 

The twilight of the Gods came in 
1973 when the dollar plummeted in a 
resounding crash. The almighty dollar 
was devalued by roughly 40 per cent in 
relation to European currencies. 

That was the outward sign and inevit- 
able consequences of this change in 
economic relations. Consolidation of 
the deutschemark was a signal for Ger- 
man companies to embark on a new 
phase of counter-attack, 

The US invasion of Germany was 
transformed into a German invasion of 
the United States. This reversion of 
roles has occurred in relations with 
nearly all countries except Japan. 

Japan is an exception. To this day for- 
eign companies find it hard to set up 
subsidiaries or buy shareholdings there. 

The Federal Republic has mure as- 
sets than liabilities in the rest uf the 
world. That isn't a bad track record, es- 
pecially as many leading German firms 


paring per capita economic perform- 
ance, Hamburg clearly tops the league. 

Per capita output in Hamburg is near- 
ly DM70,000 of goods and services per 
annum, as against a mere DM48,OUN in 
Baden-Württemberg. 

Bavarians are even lower in the rat- 
ings, yet they head the list when it comes 
to annual economic growth rates in the 
Linder. 

Yet when prosperity is measured in 
terms of the available incomes of priv- 
ate houseltolds, which seems a far from 
unreasonable yardstick, the Saar sud- 
denly tops the list, 

In terms of consumer spending Bad- 
en-Wirttemberg is tops. The proverb- 
ially thrifty Swabians are the country's 
big spenders, with annual average ex- 
penditure of DM37,000 per household, 

Given such contradictory findings the 
North-South divide theory would seem 
less convincing. 

“It would above all be wrong to as- 
sume that a poor North is growing 
steadily poorer and a rich South steadily 
richer," write Margot Körber-Weik and 
Susanne Wied-Nebbeling in a 26-page 
survey commissioned by the Federal 
Economic Affairs Ministry. 

The two Tübingen ûicadémics work 
for the institute of Applied Economic 
Research (CIAW), 

The conclusion they reach is thal dif- 
ferences in lhe level and pace of econ- 
omic development exist from Land 10 
Land, but they are less than the North- 


ince the mid-1970s, the rate of Ger- 

man investment in companies and 
shareholdings abroad has been higher 
than foreign investments in Germany. 

The Bundesbank says that at the end 
of 1985, Germans owned manufactur- 
ing, marketing and service companies 
worth DM13ibn abroad. Foreign com- 
pany investment in the Federal Repub- 
lic totalled a mere DM88bn. 

German company investment abroad 
has trebled in nine years, whereas for- 
eign investment in the Federal Republic 
has increased by only 40 per cent. 

The difference has been most striking in 
relations with the United States, In 1976 
US industrial investment in the German 
economy was five times higher than Ger- 
man investment in the United States. 

By 1985 German investment in the Un- 
ited States was DMSbn higher than US in- 
vestment in the Federal Republic. How 
has this fundamental change come about? 

Older readers will recall the challeng- 
ing theory put forward by French histo- 
rian Jean-Jacques Servan-Schreiber in 
1967 that American “invaders” were in 
the process'of taking Europe over lock, 
stock and barrel, 

He discouragingly forecast that in 
about 15 years US industry in Europe, 
not European industry, would be the 
world’s third industrial power after the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 
This forecast was widely accepted. Now 
it can be dismissed. 

With US competition on its doorstep 
European industry had to boost pro- 


EE divide exists in Ger- 
many if unemployment figures 
alone are considered. These show that 
lhe south is ourishing and the narth is 
doing badly.

But it is not necessarily pertinent to 
take these figures in isolation. Unem- 
ployment figures are clear. Other yard- 
sticks of affluence or poverty are less 
siraightforward. 


In terms of gross dumestic product 
per employed persorı, a means of con- 
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scandal! A shrewd aphorism by Beri 
Brecht adorns the facade. “Thought,” it 
says, “is something thal follows diffi- 
culties and precedes action." 

The grand ald man of German archi- 
tectural history, Julius Posener, a live 
wire ancl witty speaker, took an ironic 
view of the pointlessness of holding se- 
parate anniversary celebrations in the 
two halves of the city in his address to 
the Governing Mayor and guests of ho- 
nour in the Nationalgalerie. 

He pointed straighi away at the basic 
shortcomings of an architectural show 
that makes such lavish claims in its very 
title.

The architectural demonstration be- 
gins with the Menhardt plan, dating 
back to 1652. Earlier original docu- 
ments are not on show. Yet many illustr- 
ations, footnotes, explanations — and 
original documents —~ could have been 
displayed. 

The exhibition is entered via a funnel- 
shaped entrance leading to the rooms 
housing the various sections, Visionary 
projects, models and paintings are un- 
deniably amazing, 

Yet prior knowledge can, however, 
be extremely useful since historic links 
between and explanations about famous 
architecls from Andreas Schlüter to Er- 
ich Mendelsohn, from Karl Friedrich 
Schinkel to Peter Behrens, from Alfred 
Messe! to Mies van der Rohe, can other- 
wise be only guesswork. 

The exhibition is nonetheless sheer 
delight and a Feast for the senses, 

Visitors keen to see several designs 
for the Reichstag will be satisfied. But 
fittle is te be learnt aboul the Kaiser and 
the Weimar Republic, the Nazis and 
their megalomania. 

An opportunity of telling the public 
about the power and powerlessness of 
architecture has been missed. And, of 
course, Berlin (East) is missing.

Foreign writers and artists tell about 
difficulties of working in 


Germany 


thu encounters with a foreign culturc 
opens up new vistas for an arlisl. 

Furthermore the musical life in this 
country us it is now would be impossible 
if il were nut for fortign singers and in- 
strumentalisls. 

Almast everyone welcomes the [acl 
thal foreign students are trained at Ger- 
man arl schools and lelevison and [ilm 
colleges. 

Prohlem really rise when the foreign 
arlist is obliged to live here; the persun 
involved would suffer political persecul- 
tion in his or her home country, for ex- 
ample, the Czechs, Russians and Poles. 

There are also the guest workers of 
ıhe second generation, mainly Turks, 
whose origins in a very different cultural 
and religious tradition make it difficult 
for them to integrate into West German 
society. 

The problems are not the exceptions 
of the present. Discrimination against 
the Turks is equal to the disdain with 
which Poles were treated during the inı- 
perial cınpire period, Polish workers 
were brought into Ihe Rulır in droves il 
the turn of the century. 

On the other hand Russian intelleetu= 
rals emigrés in the 1920s (over 300,000 
found refuge in Berlin alonc) hal few 
difficulties, 

There were any number uf lectures in 
the seminar and some of the debies 
were heated. Even the foreigners taking 
parl did nut always speak with a single 
vuice abut the urgent duminds 1hcy 
slhuuld make of their guest country, thie 

Federal Republic. 

After Iwo long evenings, during 
which the human problems became 
clearer, the battles suhsided and a few 
facts about foreign arlists' lives ln 1his 
country became ciear. 

Many uf the problems foreign artists 
and writers bave {0 del with in this 
country re commun 10 ill forciglers 
living and working erv. 

Those who huve a jab or work ûs 
freclances are suhject to limitations 
through the aliens legislation in his 
country. Fureigners who wurk profes- 
sionally and have their faınilies in this 
country have no involvement in the 
country's political system. This is a par-

und working in the Federal Republic, 
but a few examples of what had hap- 
pened tn individual artisls were pre- 
sented. 

Writer Claudio Lange fled to the Fed- 
eral Republic [rom Chile, Wis family is 
of German extraction. 

He was made painfully aware of the 
lack of interest in this country of for= 
eigners’ troubles. 

Italian writer Franco Biondi, this 
year's Adalbert Chamisso prize-winner, 
came to Berlin years ago to work as an 
electric welder. He now writes in Ger- 
man. He describes the emigration to be 
able to work as a kind of exile. 

Ell Loko comes from a fishing village 
in Togo, He was a pupil of artist Joesph 
Beuys. He complains haw difficult it is 
to gnin the attention of the West Ger- 
man art market. 

A well-known person in the German 
art world suggested to him that he 
should iry to get an etnological mu- 
seum interested in putting on an exhibi- 
tion of his work, which was a kind of 
relegation into an artistic ghetto. 

Lin Nim Ro came from South Korea 
to West Germany to work as a nurse, 

Later she was successful wilh her pic- 
tures dnd can nuw say: “The conflict 
wilh the two cırltures kept me young.” 

Then there wus the Turkish authoress 
Aysel Özakin, who regards herself as a 
spokeswoman for the Turkish minority. 
She criticised Wallraff's bouk hecause 
all it dil was to arouse sympathy. She 
said that she did not want to sec regrel 
from those in power, hut concern he- 
tween equals. 

She sa am angry with him, hut 1] 
supporl whit he did," 

Ihe only thing these arlists have in 
common is with one another is that they 
live among us on a foreigners’ passpurt, 
Their motives for staying in this country 
are various. 

Many are here of ıheir own free will. 
Ir is a fact of artistic life, Known for ages, 


The image these wrilers have of their 
reaulers reveals (heir own situation, dc- 
cording to Sabine Hebenstreits uf the 
institute for women andl saciely, Hun- 
over, formcrly hcaded hy Rila 
Süssmuıth, who is now Heahkh Minister 
in Bonn. 

Effervescent Zehra Cirak from Berlin 
feared that “we ask for attention from 
the public just because we are foreign- 
ers.” 

She has been lucky. She left Turkey 
when she was 20 and Irained to be a 
cosmeltician. 

She deseribes herself as a little rec 
that has put down ronts in the damp 
German soil and stretched oui her 
boughs in all directions; French cuisine, 
hiking in Bavaria, African dancing and 
Turkish dreams. 

Portuguese women writer Luisa Cos- 
ta- Hölzl said that excessive individual- 
ism, that saw everything forcign as a dis- 
ruption in Germany, prevented people 
learning from one anather.

That’s 
the question 


But there is at the same time nostalgia 
, for Germany. 

Cultural contacts are reduced in the 
main to social aspects such as cuisine and 
folk dancing during a special celebration 
day “for our foreign fellow citizens." 

Contacts between German and for- 
eign artists, particularly in the Ruhr, ure 
more extensive. 

It was clear during the seminar, at 
which the works of foreign women wri- 
ters were read, that their motives were 
not so much something to say but a de- 
seription of their search for identity and 
their nostalgia for their nalive country. 

These motives are to be found in so- 
ciological works written by foreign 
women writers, 


AT foreign women writers in this 
country accepted by intellectual 
circles simply because they are exotic or 
because they really have something to 
say? 

The questinn was discussed by Ger- 
man und furcign women al the Evangeli- 
cal Academy, Arnoldsheim. 

For foreign female writers living in 
the Federal Republic life is to some ext- 
enl a matter of linguistic schizophrenia, 
ûne of (hem said. 

Many of the discussion particpants 
had grown up with German in their na- 
uive country. Alev Tekinay had attended 
the German gymnasium in Istanbul and 
graduated in German studies in Munich. 

Her autohiographical story Langer 
Urlaıth describes sentimentally but with 
sophistication what it is like to feel "as a 
guest in your native land," in her par- 
ents’ village. 

There is the slower life-style, the 
sense of security and the many courte- 
ous customs (gratitude fur coffee is ex- 
pressed with the words, “Health to your 
hands.") 


Gi has an ambivalent ittitude 
towards foreigners und things [orc 
cign. 

On une side there ire the fears that 
foreigners pose a threat lu johs fur Ger- 
mans, that foreign influences will grow. 
There are prejudices lhat foster misun- 
derstandings. 

On the other side are the ubiquitous 
fareign restaurants — to quote a visible 
example of a welcome foreign influence 
— which have done much to break down 
mistrusl. Germans like Japanese, ltalian 
and Greek cooking. 

Since Günther Wallraff published his 
book, Ganz Hater, (Right at the Bottom) 
an expasê of maltreatment of Turkish 
workers in Germany. there has been 
more public awareness about foreign 
workers, many of whom do the dirtiest 
jobs. 

But less natice lıas been taken of how 
a forcign minority of writers, musicialis, 
pictorial artists, film-makers ancl ihea- 
tre directors ğe1 on in this country. 

What does it mein to them to want lo 
wark, or have tu work, in a fureign 
country? 

The Bonn government commissioner 
far foreigners’ affairs, Liselotte Funcke 
asked the 25th cultural policy colloqui- 
umı of ihe Evangelical Academy at Loc- 
cum, attended by 175, to consider these 
questions. 

European Community delegates from 
Brussels and Strasbourg also attended 
the seminar. Funcke, herself ù memher 
of the Bundestag, requested that the 
conference should come up with con- 
erete recommendatiuns. 

In his epistolary novel 1{yperion 
Hölderlein hùs one of the characters 
say: “Then I came 10 live among the 
Germans. I asked for little and was giv- 
en to understancl to expec! even less.” 
This quotation was the theme that ran 
ıhruugh the whole conference.

It includes photographs of Miendel- 
sohn's buildings eventually built from 
ihe drawings. Many of the photographs, 
plans and drawings are being shown for 
the first time. 

A complete catalogue af the drawings 
donated to the Kunstbibliothek is to be 
published later this year, Then the Ri- 
chard A. Klein publishing house also 
plans i0 make available in its series of 
fine aris monographs an important and 
piins-taking review of Mendelsohn's 
work in Pulestline hetwcen 1934-1941 
by lia Heinze-Mühleib. 

When the German armies appeared on 
the African continent he fled frum Pales- 
ıine 1o tlhe US , where he also designed 
buildings, the Maimunides Hcalth Center 
in Sun Franciscu, for instance. 

One of his last works was a meınorial 
for the six million Jews murdered hy the 
Nazis for New York. 

Like so many things in his life it did 
not sce the light of day.

The churches at Vierzehnheiligen, 
Neresheim and Miünsterschwarzach, are 
dl very well known uthough the last 
named was totally demolished as a re- 
sult uf secularisation in 1821, 

Neumann contributed much lu the 
beaıty of what had become his second 
home, Wirzburg, where he worked until 
his death as builder and engineer. 

He is huried in the gothic Marienka- 
pelle un Marktplatz. 

The residence for the prince-hish- 
ups ol Wiürzhurg is ù residence without 
comparison. The baroque grand sluir- 
case, the Weisser Sual with its opulent 
decorations and the splendid 
ul, are the most stupendous interiors 
Germany. 

The building cost 500,000 gulden, 
about 20 million marks al today’s va- 
lucs. The money did not come from 
taxes but from a corrupt cuurl official, 
whom Bishop von Sehûnborn had tak- 
en to courl, 

Neumann met all the great architects 
of the period. He went to Puris and Ver- 
sailles and returned to Wiürzburg hurst- 
ing with plans and ideas. 

As city architect he was responsible 
for all civic building in the city, and ir- 
ranged tax relief for richly-decorated 
new huildings and conversions. The 
wonderful facades and statutes thal can 
be seen in Würzhurg loday are the ru- 
sul of his recommendations,

_ Neumann's desigas for haroque castles 
in the cighleenth century were the begin- 
nings of a brillian1 architectural move- 
ment. 

This yeur is the 30tl anniversary of his 
birth and na one could have then foreseen 
that he would become iı master architect, 

He was born in 1687 in Bohemia, the 
seventh child of a poor clath-worker, He 
was at [irst trained ts 1 hell-founder, hurt 
he went off to see the workl and ended up 
at Würzburg, where le met the man who 
was later t0 be his teacher, the engineer 
and architect Andreas Müller. 

Young Neumann was talented. He 
Swulled way al geomvtry and lanl 
veying, unl applied himself with consid- 

erable zeal to the siudy ol architecture, 

Fle guve up his profession of bell- 
founder and lived on ian ciırly form ol 
student grant offered him by the little 
Bolenıian town where he was horn. 

In |715, al the age of 28, he x 
en his First commission. Ile was asked 1o 
prepare 1 basic sketch design of the city 
of Wiürzburg. But itl wus not unlil 1714 
Ihat his carcer blossomed. 

Johann Philipp Franz von Schönborn 
moeunled the princc-bishop’s throne in 
1hat year. MH was planned to move the 
prince-bishop’s eourt Irom the Festung 
Marienberg down into the cily of 
Wiirzburg. Neumann was commissioned 
ta design the residence that wus to be- 
come his masterpiece. 

He wis enormously creative from 
then on, until his deuth in 1753. His 
career touk him all over south and west 
Germiny, even to Austria, 

He built in Brühl, Bonn-Puppelsdorf, 
Koblenz, Trier and Mainz, in Worms, 
Speyer, Konstanz and Meersburg on 
lake Constance. 

Fle drew up plans for Marta Theresia 
in Vienna und was responsible for the 
prince-bishop's summer residence at 
Werncck. 

He built at Banz Abbey, north uf 
Bamberg, provided Würzburg with its 
first piped-water supply, taught at the 
university and planncd and supervised 
Ihe construction of any number of ce- 
clesîastical and secular buildings. 

Many uf the buildings he left to pos- 
terity are to be found in Franconia. A

Many Turkish mothers in Germany 
would agree with a Turkish woman who 
suid: 

“When | gave birth to my first child, 
buck home in the village, 1 was so ush- 
uted of myself and determined Nut {Û 
give my mother-in-law cause for com- 
plaint that I didn't even groan. 

“Here in Germany I was completely 
un my own in the maternity ward — and 
I sercamed a lut."

Su convincing proof that Chernohyl 
fallout has seriously affected the health 
uf man or animals in West Germany has 
yet lo be presented. 

Friedrich Ernst Stievel, a radiologist 
at the RadimMion and Environment Re- 
scarch Estublishment in Neuherberg, 
near Munich, feels this uncertainty is 
unsatisfactory. 

Hê says a close statistical check nıust 
be kept on cases of deformation and 
death amoung new-born babies so as to 
clearly identify the causes.

Professor Karl Sperling, a specialist 
al the Frec University vl Berlin, noticed 
ıhis January. exactly nine months afler 
Ihe Chernohyl accident, that the nun 
her uf Down's Syndlruıme habies born in 
thc cily was 10 insted of the monthly 
average of lwo. 

He doesn" know what the cause was, 
but says it was nol Chernobyl. He is 
compiling a survey in an effort t0 ex- 
plain (he phenomenun. 

Nearly every month some babies are 
horn with tle affliction: in Berlin an av- 
erage two per L,6Û0 to 1,700 live hirths 
per munth. 

The actual number rings Irum zero 
to six, Six has not been cxcceded since 
1480. But in January the figure sudden- 
ly increased te 10Û, is against two — the 
average — in both December and Feh- 
ruary. 

Professor Sperling's first thought was 
that a genetic defect in the parents’ go- 
nuds could have been causcd by radia- 
tion. 

This is a possibility, If a woman is 
subjected to high ricliution a few days 
hefore ar after an ovunı takes shape in 
her wunb, and if she hecomes pregnant, 
the baby runs a high risk of suffering 
frum Down's Syndrome. 

The futher can ulso be the ciuse of 
contamination. He must huve hecn xsuh- 
jeelecl to a high level of radiition up ta a 
meanth before conception. 

Professor Sperling has since virtually 
dismissed this theory. Not s6 the media. 
tle has two reasons for abandoning the 
idea.

That was her second version, Her 
first, which she says was lo prutecl her 
husband, was tbt she had last scen the 
children alive mul well and playing ûs 
she left to go shopping oun the Monday 
morning. They hal then disappeared. 

A huge scarceh was mounted. lt in- 
volved the pulice, tle fire brigule, Am- 
erican soldiers, Federal border police, 
helicuplers, dugs and 150 civilians in- 
cluding Herr und Fran Weintiır. 

On the uflernoun uf lhe seventh of 
August, ıhe Tlıursday, û bus driver 
found Melanie"s hody in ù parking area 
near a mine slag heap. An hour and a 
half later, a police patrol found Karoln's 
body. 

The discovery hroughlt horror to the 
cas Hesse centre of Philippsthal (pop: 
S3,00). No chillren were sent to school 
the nexı day, Friday. It was te have been 
Melanie Weimar’s first day at school. 

The prosecution's case is difficult be- 
cause it relies heavily on circumstantial 
evidence. Because of this, speculation is 
rife and feelings arc running high. The es- 
tablished facts of the case are few. 

It is not disputed that on the Sunday 
evening, the third of August, Monika 
Weimar went to a disco called "Musik- 
paradies", in Bad Hersfeld, with her 
boyfriend, an American soldier called 
Kevin Pratt. They had uften gone there 
together. 

She had gat her children ready for 
bed about & pm, let them watch televi- 
sion and then had left them buth in the 
tiving room with their father. 

Most of the rest is in dispute, Frau 
Wecimar says when she left the house on 
Sunday night, it was the last time she 
saw the children alive. 

Frau Weimar spent ar enjoyable 
evening with Mir Pratt. She drank per- 
haps more than she usually does, four or 
five glasses of cider and three or four 

glasses of schnapps.
